adopted in Arkansas in 1911, and in 
several other Southern and Western 
states, about the lime that William 
Jennings Bryan was making his great 
crusade against the legislatures and 
for the rights of the common people. 


Bryan felt that legislatures too often 


were crooked, and misrepresented the 
people. 


In his I. & R. legislation Bryan laid 


down the theory that: 


1. The people might initiate bills 


by criculating petitions and voting 
these bills into law at the general

30,000 Bombs 
Dropped on 
Coventry, Old 
Industrial Town 


LONDON —(/P)— A thousand per- 


sons lay dead and injured as great 
fires swept Friday through ruins at 
Coventry—the work of massed Ger- 
man bombers who raided the ancient 
industrial city with fire and blast 
bombs Thursday night. 


Many fires still burned 
fiercely 


Friday morning and firemen 
were 


working against overwhelming odds. 


Uncounted townspeople were still 


buried in great piles of rubble so 
thick and tangled the work on rescue 
WES held up. 


While fires still crackled late Fri- 


day afternoon, German raiders rc- 
.urncd again to onslaught 
against 


the industrial midlands. 


Score of public and private build- 


ngs including hospitals, shelters, a 
cathedral, a police station and a pos1 


office was demolished or damaged. 


The city, with a population of about 


190,000, is one of England's most im- 
portant industrial cities and is located 
abcut 75 miles northwest of London.

ors struck back at Britain during 
the day and night causing "tremen- 
dous devastation" at Coventry, sinking 
three ships and critically damaging 
two others, including a destroyer.

This lesson is based upon two in 


cidents—the healing of the servan 
of a "certain Centurion," and th 
restoration to life of the son of 
widow in the city of Nain. 


These incidents are intended to b 


lymbolic of the whole healing and 
life-giving mission of Jesus, and it 
is profoundly necessary 
that 
we 


should grasp tre full effect of these 
incidents and their symbolism in a 
day when the world is in a shock- 
ing condition with the disregard of 
human life and the destruction of all 
that makes for health and human 
welfare. 


Not even imagination can conjure 


up the actuality of horror of all that 
is happening in Europe and China, 
It would seem a situation of utter 
hopelessness and despair, did one 
not realize the 19 centuries of the 
growth of Christianity and how the 
spirit of peace and love has been 
persistent throughout all similar cat- 
astrophes, an devil acts, and pur- 
poses of misguided men. 


The one thing that we must grasp 


very definitely is that Christianity 
is wholly on the side of health and 
life. These are its great ends. "I am 
come," said Jesus, "to give life, and 
to give it more abundantly." 


Grasping, first of all, this supreme 


fact, it is worthwhile to look a little 
into the details of the lesson. Here 
is a Centurion, a Roman soldier, a 
man, 
as he himself says, in a posit- 


ion of authority, having soldiers un- 
der him and accustomed to com- 
mand. It is undoubtedly true that war 
is a terrible and brutalizing business, 
and yet one of the things here em- 
phasized, which stands out in his- 
tory, is that soldiers have not all 
been brutes, but on the contrary, thai 
many of them have had a fine sense 
of ideals and of duty." 


One may emphasize this just now 


when at least two daily newspapers 
with a circulation running into the 
millions, have suggested editorially 
that our chief business today in Amer- 
ican defense is "the raising of con- 
tingents of bom brutes and young 
brutes." "This," the newspapers said 
"ought to be the aim of the draft.' 
That is a sad statement, and may 
it not be said in contrast that the 
defense of this nation, and the ser- 
vice of democracy, alike, depend up- 
on tlie measure of idealism and cour- 
age, the tender regard for the homes 
and the country they defend, and the 
higher virtues, that we can instill in 
our young men. 


Here was this Roman Centurion 


capable of tender solicitude for his 
servant, using his position as the re- 
presentative of a conquering power to 
show a magnanimity and kindliness 
to the Jews under Roman domination 
a man capable of faith and respon- 
sive to goodness, whose faith was 
commended by Jesus, and whose faith 
was instrumental in the healing of his 
strvant. 


It is a picture worth bearing in 


mind at a time when brutality is so 
rife in the world. War offers many 
problems and the Christian, as a mai 
of peace, is faced with a very rea 
dilemma when he has to meet ruth 
less aggression. Nevertheless, it is only

Although the details have not been 


worked out in actual practice yet, I 
do not believe that petty complaints 
will result in embarrassment to any 
'ederal workers. Not all complaints 


any means will result in hearings. 


Preliminary investigations will dis- 
close that some are not serious enough 
.o warrant consideration. Recently, 
when the complaints filed with the 
commission had reached about 100, 
civil service officials said only about 
25 were serious enough to merit even 
preliminary investigations. 


A clarification of the law through 


nearings and court action will un- 
doubtedly result in fewer and fewer 
trivial complaints being filed. The 
firing of persons found guilty is not 
discretionary with the commission. If 
a worker is found guilty of violat- 
ion of the Hatch act. the law provides 
that the commission must fire Hani 
at once.

Third Term Not 
Doubted by F.D, 


Friends Point 
to Coses in 
Post History

WASHINGTON - Add to the now- 


it-can-be-told stories: 


Friends of President Roosevelt are 


saying that the President felt cer- 
tain all along that the American elect- 
orate had no appreciable feeling for 
the so-called thrid-term tradition. 


While no man actually had ever 


tested it (either by seeking nominat- 
ion or election for a third consecu 
tive full term), they say, the Presi 
dent, an astute student of political 
forces, had twice in his own lifetime 
seen how politicians and the voters 
felt about more than two terms in 
office. 


In 1928, Coolidge had been Presi- 


dent for five and a half years, and 
there was no doubt in the minds 
of the political observers of either 
party that he could have been nomin- 
ated and elected if he hadn't come 
forth with his memorable "I do not 
choose to run" statement. 


Only 16 years earlier, F. D. R. had 


seen his own cousin, Teddy, lunge 
into a campaign that, had he won, 
would have given him 11 years in the 
White House. And Theodore Roose- 
velt, in spite of the fact that he split 
his own party and got embroiled in 
a three-way fight, polled more than 
four million votes, only two million 
less than Woodrow Wilson. If there 
was any voting protest against the 
third term bugaboo, where was it? 
Wilson received nearly 120.000 ..fewer 
votes than the Democratic 
ticket, 


headed by William Jennings Bryan, 
had received four years before. 


Could Go Back Farther 


If these things weren't proof enough 


to the F. D. R. friends that the anti- 
third term cry was more a politics 
expedient—in both parties—than a bal- 
lot factor, all the President had to 
do was to dip into poltiical history 
It's well known, too, that he has done 
more swimming there than in the 
pools at Hyde Park and the Whiti 
House. 


President Cleveland, for example, aV 


though he was elected only twice 
ran three tunes and each time received 
a popular vote of from five to five- 
and-a-half million. 


When Roscoe Conkling, in his pro- 
onged feud .with James G. Blaine, 
looked about for a suitable candi- 
date to run against Blaine, he pick- 
ed Grant, although only four years 
before, Grant had just finished his 
of the great politicians of his day, 
second term.

.American these days. 


For there are so many commi'.Uos 


coerating in the. United Slates at the 
moment that it seems as though ev- 
ery person in the country must be 
a,member of one or more. Commit- 
tees, that is, trying to persuade the 
American people to do this or that 
in regard to the country's policies 
toward other nations. 


Most of them are putting out prop- 


aganda. Don't recoil. We got so gun 
shy of that word during the World 
War that it still has a disreputable 
odor to us. 


Propaganda, the source and purpose 


,of which is known and open, is not 
propaganda in the disreputable sense 
the word has acquired. The argu- 
ments by both the National Demo- 
cratic and 
Republican 
Committees 


during the presidential campaign were 
propaganda in the literal sense of the 
word. But their source and purpose 
was known to everyone .and their 
regularly-issued material 
was 
not 


propaganda in the evil sense. 


So with the deluge of material that 


is being issued on foreign 
policy. 


Much of it comes frankly from known 
groups who frankly advocate a cert- 
ain course. It is propaganda in the 
sense that it aims at conviction lead- 
ing to action, but it is not propa- 
ganda in the sinister sense. 


Here is a committee to "Defend 


America by Defending the Allies.' 
With 700 local branches and scores 
of thousands of members this group 
begins to exercise real power in mold- 
ing public opinion. 


Here is a committee "For Non- 


Farticipation in Japanese Aggression." 


Here is an "America First Com- 


mittee," directly opposed to the first 
group named. 


Here are committees to aid the 


Chinese, the Japanese, the French, 
the Poles, Scandinavian, and the peo- 
ple of almost every nationality of 
stricken Europe. Nearly all these com- 
,mittees are organized and run by na- 
tive-American citizens. They consti- 
tute a problem quite different from 
that which was attacked in forcing 
:agents of foreign governments to re- 
gister. 


Yet they exercise their influence 


(and some are now becoming large 
enough to be real pressure groups) 
on our relations with other countries.

When she died childless 10 years ago, 
she had bequeathed only a paltry 
part of the ever-growing fortune. 


Then began one of the greatest

Claims poured in from virtually every 
stale in the nation and many foreign 
lands.
